GAP SEEKS AN 


INVESTIGATION 


Too Many Undesirable Aliens 


Get hit* U. S* He Asserts 


Secretary of Labor Davis will be 


asked by Hepreasatatfre Cable of 
Lima, uttrr^** of the house immigra- 
tion committee, to investigate the ex- 
tent of eoafffttsioaal influence in per- 
mitting uadesbttbie immigrants to en- 
ter the United Statesin violation of ex- 
isting law*, Cable said Tuesday, ac- 
cording to advices from Washington. 


• The Ohioan has just returned from 
Ellis Island, where he investigated 
immigration conditions. 
"I found," Cable said, "that 20 per- 
cent of all immigrant* reaching New 
York are being rejected by the public 
health service for physical reasons and 
yet nine-tenths of those rejected are 
being admitted after appeals to Wash- 
ington. In other words, 18 percent of 
the approximately 800,500 persons who 
are annually entitled to admission, aro 
physically unfit. Congressional pres- 
sure applied in Washington is nullify- 
ing the efforts of the; public health 
service." • 
Cable, after hie investigation, says 


he is more determined than ever to 
press for a change in the three percent 
law, so that instead.of a fixed numer- 
ical ratio, immigrants will be admitted 
provided they meet rigid physical ana 
mental qualifications. • 
. 
"Mv plan'is that all persons who 


fill presumably become 
American citizens be admitted 
or they number three hundred thou- 
sand or five hundred thousand. Our 
country can assimilate high class im- 
migration, but there should be no ad- 
mission for undesirables physically 
and mentally," he explained.

RUSH IN WAR SAVINGS 


EXCHANGE SHOWS LETUP 


A letup la the crowd* which have 


been besieging the war savings stamp 
window* at the postoffice, was sees- 
Tuesday. For only a few tnluuto* 
durnlg the day was a line ot patrons 
to be seen at any of the window*. 


A fair proportion of the bolder* 


of the stamps are exchanging them 
for stamps of the 1928 issue, Post- 
master A. E. Gale said Tuesday, bat 
there Is also a large number who are 
obtaining the cash. 


If stamps are taken in exchange 


the transaction is completed at once, 
but where money is desired tbe hold- 
er will receive his check on or after 
January 1. 


DELPHOS POLICE CHIEF

been unprovided with a telephone. 
Kehres found It necessary to use tbe 
one installed for ordinary complaints. 
Conversation in this manner is audible 
thruout the lower floor. 


The chief desires more privacy In 
dealing with confidential matters. 


Ban on Freight to Pennsylvania 


Points is Raised 


Lifting of the Pennsylvania railroad 


freight embargo to points in the mill- 
east was announced at the -Delphos 
headquarters of the company. 
Shippers can now get merchandise 


as far as Buffalo, Pittsburg, Oil City, 
Bochester and Erie, Pennsylvania, but 
beyond those cities freight congestion 
is still impeding progress. A tieup of 
railroads leading from those points is 
assigned as the reason. The B. ft O. 
Lehgih Valley and other roads are 
still in the throes of one of the worst 
tieups in their history. . 


To 'Delphos shippers the news is bit- 
tersweet, for shortage.of cars appears 
as a problem as grave as the embargo. 
Railroads are aiming only ot supply 
all the demands of hay shippers; oth- 
ers roust wait. Cars which would be 
'available if all rolling stock were open 


to all shippers ewuot be used because 
of a recent order that w«sten> cars 
cannot be sent east Western nMnoait* 
are cornering everything available to 
transport crops, it is stated. 


Much freight outside the limitations 


of the standard exception*, including 
foodstuffs, medicines, food for live 
stock and other merchandise, had been 
awaiting shipment from Dolpho*. but 
with the partial lifting of the embargo 
much of it will be tnoved, according to 
Pennsylvania railroad offkUl*. 


A two-day lifting of the embargo, 


enabling all shippers to Bend out mer- 
chandise without restrictions, expired 
Monday.

the whole question of conjugal dis- 
ease as wholly fanciful.

of conjugal obesity. So if there H

complaints at all it is surely man!

such complaints. 


My researches have convinced me 


that while some husbands go wrong 
all alone, still if the wife starts cul- 
tivating slacker flesh the husband 
will shortly begin emulating her ex- 
ample, for it there is anything most 
men dislike more than outright obes- 
ity it is being mistaken for their 
wives' little boys. This may not be 
good Leary psychology, yet I think 
there Is a grain of truth in it. 
Of 


course the main reason for conjugal 
.obesity it that the good cooks are SO 


eagerly snapped up by the good pro- R,owles on each Package—AST. 
viders and flivvers do make slug- 
gards of us all. A bad symptom of 
incipient conjugal obesity IB the dif- 
ficulty Friend Husband has in per- 
suading Friend Wife to take six 
miles ot oxygen ahoot with him of 
an afternoon ol1 evening.

And 
In a .little while the man can't per- 
suade any woman to go oat with 
him, probably couldn't go out If any 
woman would.

communicable diseases which hus- 
band or wife may give a mate, and 
that doesn't include cancer, the 
only acceptable

these occurences is that some dis- 
eases, like cancer, are so common 
that they are bound to strike twice 
in the same family here and there.
